6. (Original) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 1, wherein the complex is derived from 
a cell infected with an infectious agent. 

7. (Previously Presented) The pharmaceutical composition of claim t, wherein the stress 
protein complex further comprises a polypeptide selected from the group consisting of hsp70, 
hsp90, gtp78 and grp94. 

8. (Original) The pharmaceutical composition of claim 1, wherein the stress protein complex 
comprises hspll 0 complexed with hsp70 and hsp25.

52. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 51, wherein the her-2/neu peptide is derived 
from the intracellular domain of her-2/neu. 

53. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 51, wherein the her-2/neu peptide is derived 
from the extracellular domain of hcr-2/neu. 

54. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 5l„ wherein the her-2/ neu peptide is derived 
from the transmembrane region of her-2/neu. 

55. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 34, wherein the cancer is colon cancer. 
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56. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 34, wherein the complex of the p harm aceutical 
composition has been heated so as to enhance binding of the hspl 10 polypeptide to the 
immunogenic polypeptide. 

57. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 34, wherein the pharmaceutical composition 
further comprises an adjuvant. 

58. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 33, wherein the hspl 10 polypeptide of the 
pharmaceutical composition is complexed with the immunogenic polypeptide,
